An interesting addition to the files ot the Vigo County Historical Society is: 
a century-old copy of the Terre Haute Post Office Bulletin dated Tan. 1, 1873, 
yvrhen Linus A, Burett vvas postmaster. The four-page bulletin vvas printed hy the 
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Express ob Printing Co. A picture of the post office. located on the east. side of 
Gih St. behveen Main and Öhio, is on the front cover. This building served as 

ost office from 1871 until 1887, vehen the post office preceding the present 
building vvas erected at the southvvest corner of 7th and Cherry Sis. 

The postmaster suggested that the Bulletin be kept for future reference 
as “the column of offices having a different post office name from that of the 
tosvn or village is especially valuable to husinessmen to prevent errors in ad- 
dressing letters.” P. M. Burnett didn"t even dream that the Bulletin vvould still be 
“used for reference one hundred years later. 

In 1873 the post office svas open from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m., except on Sunday 
vyhen it vvas open for one hour in the morning for the conventence of box 
holders. Money order and registry offices vere kept open from 8 a.m. until 6:30 


p.m., Sundays excepted.,

From Stockton, N./y., came information about the Bridvrell and Beauchamp 
families, The letter-vrriter had visited həre to tend the graves in V/oodlav/n Ceme- 
fery of her grandparents Sam L. and Euseba (Beauchamp) Bridvell and her great- 
grandparents 1saac and Ophelia (McCand1ess) Beauchamp. 

Isaac Beauchamp arrived in Terre Haute from Kentucky in 1851 vvith his ten 
children and a nephevvr. He belonged to the Methodist ehureh here and operated a 
livery stable on North Sixth street betvveen Eagle and Chestnut. Hiş son, VVilliam 


T., foined him in this business and took it over in 1874. Isaac died in 1889 and vvas 
buried in VVoodlavn. 


His nephev,, Emery P. Beau- 
champ. v”ho came vvith him 
from Kentucky, ıs listed in 
the Terre Haute Directory of 
1871 as “Attorney-at-lavv and 
VVestern Land 
Broker.” He 
does not appear

“1 am seeking information on my great-grandfather vyho vvas killed by 
a bank robber in Terre Haute, His name vvas Parker, or possibly Hovrard. Pam 

. also uncertain of the date, anyv”here frcm 1840 to much later.” This continues to 
be a puzzle. Does anyone knovr of this fatal shooting by a bank robber? 

Another letter from Stocekton. Calif. told of a great-grandfather, Dr. Lambert 
Treland vrho lived in Terre Haute from 1837 to 1849 vrhen he vveent to California in 

“ the Gold Rush. 

Old family Bible records shovr his first six children vere born in İndiana: 
“Lambert Ireland, born 1815, Cincinnati, Ohio, married 1837 Martha Tane Me- 
Cashlin, born 1818, Culpepper, Va. Their children vvere: Mary Ellen, 1838: Elias 
O., 1839, Amanda /ane, 1841, Elizabeth Frances, 1844, Elifah Eberly, 1846, and 
Oscar Marian, 1848. 

After several years of gold-mining h e returned to his medical practise in Cal- 
ifornia and vvas licensed in 1878. Other than the fact that Dr. Ireland and his v/ife

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AlI Hoosiers are exposed to Lev” VVallace and his most famous book “Ben 
Hur” at some time during their school life. Their memories of the stage play or 
the movie or its re-run on television depend on their age or generation. Many 
readers can probably remember seeing the stage play, complete vvith chariot race, 
at the old Hippodrome Theater here. Others remember the first shovvying of the 
movie at the old Grand Theater. Still others savr it for the first time on the tele- 
vision re-run viith Charlton Heston. 

My knovvledge of the author, Lev/ VVallace, vvas limited until my son had to 
vvrite a term paper on the subiect and the exhaustive research boiled dov to 
eleven pages of really good information. He got an “A” on the paper for his 


efforits. 


Levis “Lev” VVallace vvas born in Brookville, Indiana, on April 10, 1827. His 
father, David VVallace, served in three legislative sessions, became İndiana s lieu- 
tenant governor (at a salary of tvvo dollars a dayl), moved to Covington, İndiana, 
v/here he formed a militia company for the Black Havvk VVar, and, as a member of 
the V/hig Party, vras elected Governor of İndiana in 1837. The son, then, came by 
his military and political interesİs naturaliy. 


Levv VVallace did not like formal education and vvas often truant from the 


various schools he attended. He learned a lot from voracious reading in his 


father”s library and in the. Indiana: State 


His mother. died of tubercu 
losis during his ehildhood. His 
father"s second vvife, ninetepn: 
year-old Zerelda Gray San- 
ders, helped vvith Lev”s read- 
ing. He took part in amateur 
theatricals, vvrote poetry 
y”hich vras never published, 
and developed 
a great liking 
for Məxican 
history.

are carved.on the old slale gravestones, S taring and mule, these vringed skulis dis- / 
play a seemingiy endless vartety of sha pes and styles, Some are malevolent and 
hideous, others round-faced and friendiy . Still others are triangular and tcothy. 
But Ihey all return (he visitor”s gaze evith a fixed, stony expression that  iFgesiin 
an eternity of vvalching and vvaiting. 

Some of these somber slate senlincls vere carved over 200 ycars ago, and 
depict the Puritan spirit that once domin ated Nev England. "These skulls gradual- 
İy became less severe and evolved into friendiy, cherubic faces and life-like por-. 
İraits of minislers and enterprising yank ce t(radesmen 150 years later. : 

The Puritanş vrho colonized the inh ospitable Massachusetis shoreline in 1he 
İ 17th century vere uncomprising in fTheir pursuit of piety. Forbidding pictures - 
and images of any kind, particularly in c hurch, the single artistic extravagance 
permitted by their society vvas in the pa geantry of death.

The first community house 
of the Shakers vvas three- 
stonies high and served both 
as a home and a church. Of 
unusual construction, it vvas 
thought to have "hee? büilt of 
logs. VVreckers found a vvall of 
bricks betuveen tvvo layers of 
timbers. 

Each vall contafined 15 vvin- 
dovrs vvith small panes, a total 
of 60 in the structure. There 
vvere 25 rooms and ihree large 
halls. In the basement vvere 
ühe dungeons. one for males, 
ühe other for females. Here 
the refractony Shakers vvere 
sent for meditation and 
prayers. This building” vvas 
used until 1821 vvhen they built 
the brick church that vvas raz- 
ed in 1882.

The Shaker colony passed 
out of existence in 1835, and 
ühe fev: remaining members 
loined other colonies.

According to one “Old River Rat,” mussel digging came to this area -. 
1905, and the old rivermen at that time knev/ nothing of the value of musse 
shells, sluzs, spikes, nuggets and pearls. This situation brought a rich harvest to 
several shell, pearl and slug buyers vho made Hutsonville, UL, their headnuar- 
ters or made regular periodical visits there to buy the products of the musselmen, : 

During the season, pearls and slugs (imperfect pearls) vere sold by the qnart. 
A pearl is round. Slugs are found in all conceivable shapes and sizes, many iL 

. as large as. a hazelnut. One gang of men shipped avvay during one year over 290 
pounds of pearls, one of vrhich sold for over 5600. i i p 
ı VVhen the pearl craze really hit the tovvns along the river, there vvere strange 


sights to see. In St. Francisville, TI, one could see dozens of men and boys dizging 
about in the muck of hog pens along the river hoping to find a stray pearl or 
slug lost from the mussels that had been fed to the hogs. 

At almost every point along the VVabash, from Terre Haute to the mouth, could 


be seen in the mud of the shore iagged lines much as some idler had dravvn across 
it vvith a pointed stick. Such lines vvere the trails of mussels, and at the end of İhe 
trails, buried tvvo or three inches in the river bed, vvas usualiy iound one of the 


mollusks. 

At certain points these mus- 
sels yvere to be found several 
feet deep, and in many places: 
they vere only inches from.

But as time vent on and, 
pearl buyers became mərə 
numerous in that community, 1 
competition grevv stronger 
and the musselmen began to 
get educated as to prices of 
their products.

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The first sight of a steam locomotive throving up black smoke, giving off 
gloving sparks, seeming to breathe, to snort, to cough and sizzle, and making its 
öv pover ouf of yrood, and vrater, vvas a sfartling thing, a nevv sort of animal, an 
obiect to give pause to any person. Applying the first analogy that came to mind, 
people called it the Iron Horse, and it became a part of American life and the 
most important machine in the 19th century. 

Here vas the machine that put transportation into a nevv era, that set it apart 
from travel over turnpike, A train of vvooden coaches pulled along vrooden rails 
by horses, the method used by a number of 1830 railroads, vvas not so different 
İrom stage coaches pulled along turnpikes by horses. Only the rails vvere different, 

The early English 10comotives vveighing six or more tons vvere too heavy for 
İhe American rails, The first American locomotives vvere smaller vvith tuvo axles 
and four vvheels in front resulting in better vveight distribution and also a shorter 
yrheelbase, permitting the machine to take curves in the track vvith less vvear on 
yvheels and rails, This change developed into vhat railroaders knovr as a “4-4-0” — 
an engine vith four-vheel leading truck, vyith four driving vyheels coupled, and no 
yvheels behind the drivers. 

More changes and developmenis came along in rapid succession. The steam- 
tiyht metal ioint that vvould carry 120 pounds of steam and not leak vvas petlected. 
The English İToints vvere made of canvas and lead and vvould not carry 60 pounds 
of pressure..- Coal instead of vvood vvas used for fuel, and banded yrooden v/heels 
vrere done avvay vith and replaced vvith chilled steel, 

Elaborate decoration of 1o- 
comotives vvas begun in the” 
1859s and continued for a quar- 
ter of a century. They vere 
painted every color of the rsin-

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V/hen derailments yei 
caused by vvanderinz horses 
or cattle, an American named 
Tsaac Dripps thought up the

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stil lacked a avhistle, On the 
early roads the engineer often 
hung out a Hag on a pole vhen 
İt avas time to apply the 
brakes to the cars, and a 
1ookout sat on the roof of a 
coach to spy the flag and call 
the crev to man the brakes. 
An improvement vas quickly 
discovered shen some curious 
enzineer tried a nevv type of 
signalling, he lifted the steam 
valve on the dome, etther vvith 
his hand or an iron rod, caus- 
ing steam to rush out vvith 
loud: hissing and thus attract 
the attestion of he train 
crevv.- Soon vvltistles svere an 
intvezal part of all lo- 
comotives. 

At first, trains ran only in 
the daylizht hours. It vvas con- 
sidered very hazardous to run 
trains after dark, even if 
there vvas a need for it. It vas 
necessary to send a pilot İo- 
comotive ahsad of the 
passenger train to test the 
rails, etc. Then Horatio Alen 
had a small flatcar made, 
covered the platform vvith 
sand, and on top of the sand 
built a fire of pineknots. This 
fire-car vvas pushed ahead of 
the night-running engine and 
gave a sort of vveird and yum- 
py illumination of the track. 
About 1840 the conqventional 
headlight, burning kerosene 
and having tin reflectors, 
came into use. 

Probably the first effort to 
İncrease knovledze of a 
train"s movements vvas that of 
some forzotten sfation agent 
ho ervected a vvooden tover 
ar his denot and Aevhen he 
taüouşht the cars sverve about 
due, he climbeti to the tover 
top and sat there on a perch, 
spvglass in hand. There he 
remained until he could 
glimpse the distant smoke 
plumre.

some cases by bloving a hom, 
that Number Four vvould be 
along pretty soon. Out of these 
crude vvateh tovvers grev, the 
system of semaphore 
signaling, vvith its high ball for 
a clear track.

The unsatisfactory vvooden 
rails topped vvith strap iron 
vere made obsolete by Robert 
L. Sftevens avho vehittled out of 
vvood a model for the iron 
“T”-shaped rail müch as vve 
knov it today. The "T"” rail 
proved to give the best sup- 
port for the amount of iron 
(asd later steel) used, and it 
could also be spiked directiy 
to the ties. 

Being individualists, Ameri- 
can railroad huilders selected 
a zauge of trac kand bult its 
engines and cars to fit.

“Before and at the beginning of the Civil VVar, 1 vas a memher of an inde- 
pendent military company called the Fort Harrison Guard of Terre Haute. Some 
time after the Star of the VVest vras fired upon, and before Fort Sumpter vv: 
bombarded, the captain of the Fort Harrison Guard, Ogden C. VVood, called am 
ing of the company. YVhen the company had assembled at their armory on this call, 
the captain stated that the obiect of the meeting vvas to take a vote on offering Göv- 
ernor Lane our services should a call be made for troops. After forming the “om- 
pany in tvvo ranks, Captain VVood said, “all in favor of offering Gov. Lane our SeTV- 
ices should the president call for troops step 50 to the front” Every man 


present except one promptiy stepped to the front. The one voting in the negative 
yas Mr. Butler Krumbhaar. Capt. VVood said, “Mr. Krumbhaar, v”hy do you vote i 
the negative?” Mr. Krumbhaar, raising his right hand, ansvvered, “for the simple 
yreason vvhy, sir, that if vvar vras declared betvreen the North and the South, 1 go 
vvith the South.”

The first movöri fo provide transportation on Terre Ha ite streets began 
about 1865. Before this date such transportation had been proyided by omnibuses 
ovyned by several of the local hotels. Ztku3. : 6 

"There vas no uniform system, x v/hen a passenger steppedt eff the train at 
the old Union Depot at Tenth and Chesinut streets, he vvas at once besieged by the 
various runners, each shouting about the free transportation available to his par- 
ticular hotel. The bevvildered passenger, unfamiliar vvith the tov and its hotel 
accommodations, v/as over elmed and in danger of either losing his baggage or 
being taken to a hotel not”of his choice. 

These horse or. mule-dravı conveyances, knovyn as “busses,” offered İree 
transportation to the Prairie House, Buntin House, Clark House, Stevyart”s Hotel, 
the V/hite Hall Tavern, and a fev” other smaller hostelries. 

It became necessary for the railroad company, vrhich ovrned: and operated the 


station, to keep the runners off the station platform. Later they granted the right. 


to use the station to a single operator vyho could serve all comers and deliver them 
to the hotel of their ehoosing. . 

The franchise vvas granted to the Terre Haute Street Railroad, and they 
vrere empovvered to lay rail on vvhich “cars could be dravrn by any sort of traction. 
Hovvever, only horse pövver vvas used. 

The railvvay company laid rails in May, 1867, from the Depot veest on Chest- 
nut street to Fighth street vrhere it turned south to Main street, and then ran 


vvest to First street.

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Broughf Many Changes 
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By DOROTYY L CLARK 
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Exactly v/hen the first electricity came to Terre Haute has been difficult to 
pin dovr. The physics department at the old Normal Sehool had demonstrated 
static electricity, magnetism, and condenser discharges, but the present day units 


of voltage, of amperage, and of capacity vvere still little knovn. 


VVhen the Terre Haute 6: Alton Railroad vvas first proyected, a telegraph line 
vvas strung along that route. At that time, about 1850, there vvas a line coming 
into Terre Haute from Indianapolis and a line from there to Cincinnati vrhich gave 
us communication to the Ohio River points. VVith the completion of our St. Louis 
outlet, Cincinnati could deal vith Nev Orleans direct. 

In 1852 the local nevvspapers reported that the Alton line failed to operate 


until the entire line vvas taken dovvn and the 7oints soldered. It vvould seem, then, 
that our first vvork-a-day electrician vvas a telegraph lineman. 


By 1871 the Vandalia line had its telegraph system in operation to St, Louis 
and vve had in Terre Haute tfvvo men v/ho knevv a great deal ahout electricity in 


its vvorking clothes. They vvere Frank Syveeney and his assistant Archie Taylor.

Archie Taylor vvas one of 
the first men to install a nevr 
telephone in Terre Haute, 
Nothing more has been learn- 
ed of his later activities. 

İn the early part of 1885 an 
electric light and povver com- 
pany took over the brick 
building at the intersection of 
Sixth and One-half street and 
the Vandalia Railroad vvhich 
had been built for a boom con- 
cern, the Bramble Lock Com- 
pany, v”hieh had faded out of 
(he picture as a Terre Haute 
industry. ) 

Knovmn as the United States 
Electric Light and Pover 
Company, it soon changed it- 
name to the Terre Haute 
Electric Liyht and Povver 
Company. The organizers 
included A. /T. Cravford, a 
prominent industrialist con- 
cerned xvith many Terre 
Haute commercial enter- 
prises: 17. P. Cravford, a 
brother of A. /T. Uraviford: R. 
S. Tennant. “vho vvas active in 
the development ot our coal 
fields: Edevin Ellis, the son of 
George "V. Ellis vho in 1854 
began onperation” of the 
VVahash YVoolen Mills on First 


street south of Ohio, “vas the 
superintendent” and manager 
of the light and povver com- 
pany throughout its entire 
life: S. McKeen, vvho vvas the 
brother of YV.

The Terre Haute Electric 
Light and Pover Company: 
leased from the Terre Haute” 
and Illinois Railroad for 15: 
years on Sept, 12, 1885, all of 
Lot 14 in Ogden Place İyingi 
south of a line parallel vvith 
and tvventy feet south of the 
railroad”s main traek and the. 
building on the grourxis. 

Here they installed a series 
of arc lighting vrhose first 
Tamp vvas near the Union Sta- 


. tion at Tenth anxi Chestnut.. 


From that point ether units 
vvere established and many 
business houses along Vabash 
Avenue as far as Third street 
vvere served by this line yvhich 
continued on its vvay back to 
the station. The folloyring year 
the company contracted “dih 
the city to provtde electric 
street lighting instead of gas. 
The contract provided for a: 
moonlight schedule vhich 
operated only düring the dark 
of the moon. For about tuvo 
vveeks it only vvas lighted 
before the moon rose in the 
late evening or vras turned off 
as the moon vvaned in the ear- 
ly moming hours. 


Heavy cooper viring “vas 
used on all the street corner 
flaımp posts, and vvhen the 
system vvas abandoned, the 
receiver inventoried approx- 
imately 190 tons of copper in 
the system. 

H vas necessary to replace 
the carbons after a night of 
use in the old arc lamps. The 
late attorney, George A. Scott, 
vas employed as the first 
lamp trimmer. These lamps 
vere suspended at the in- 
tersection of (he dovvntovvn: 
streets by means of a long 
erane-like mast vhich vvas 
balanced on the corner byaa 
pole vvhich supported a shor- 
ter extension of this device 
and a heavy veight hanging 
over the sidevvalk. This mast 
vvas operated by a rod con- 
nected to a lever near ground 
level vhich vehen in the dovvri- 
vvard position elevated the 
lamp to the proper height. To 
gain access to the lamp the 
İovver end of ihe lever vvas 
released from its lock and its 
upv.ard position had lovvered 
the lamp almost to street 
1evel v/here the trimmer could 
change the carbon. 

Soon after the street light- 
ing vvent into operation the 
company installed direct cur- 
rent machinery vhich 
generated current at a more 
or less constant voltage. This 
system vvas extended from 
Ninth and One-half to Second 
street vvith a pair of very 
heavy conductors vihich vvere 
Ted from both ends of this 
district, and additional feed- 
ers, one- of “v”hich came up 
to Eighth street, thence to 
Chestmut and diagonally 
across Chestnut to the alley 


east of Seventh street. This 


alley vvas open at that time to 
VVabash. Another feeder line 
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came up Fifth Street to reacn 
the main trunk line. As there 
vvere no meters in those days.

Before the advent of incandes- 
cent light, many consumers 
used arc lamps İm their in- 
terior store rooms. Service to 
these buildings vvas furnished 
İhrough a double pole svviteh 
of crude design on the outside 
of the building and vhen this 
vvas throvvn service continued 
to the building. In reverse 
position, service vvas cut off 
from the building vvithout in- 


terruption to the other con-: 


sumers on the line. 

The heavilest feeder line vvas 
the one coming up Elghth 
street v”hich had at the time 


of its highest operation six : 


cross-arms each carrying six 


heavy copper vvires, three , 


positive on one side and three 
negative on the other. A heavy 
İron “vıre vvas carried on the 
station and connected to a volt 
meter so £hat the voltage at 
each of the functions vvould be 
determined. 
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A century ago in Terre Haute therə vvas no telephone, no electric light, no 
artificial refrigeration, no air conditioning, no radio, no television, none of the 
many comforts ve find so necessary today. : 

In the Fighties and Nineties, contractors found there vere no rules of fire 
undervriters, no inspection of any kind as to the quality of the vork or the mate- 
rial involved. No house in all of Terre Haute vvas vvired for electric lights and the 
only household appliance of an electric nature vvas an electric door bell vvith its 
push-button battery and vire. 

The vvire consisted of tvvo vrrappings of cotton fibre held in place by paraffin 
İmpregnation v/hich did not entirely prevent its fraying out vvhen in use. There 
yere no dry baftteries and the one in most common use vvas the. Leclanch v/hich 
contained in the glass İar a porous clay iar vhich in turn vvas filled vyith an oxy- 
gen erystal and a bar of carbon vhich formed one pole of the cireuit and in a solu- 
tion of sal ammoniac in vhich stood a small bar of zinc vhich formed the other 


: pole. 


The current generated by this battery vvould, upon pressure of the button, 
complete the circuit to the bell and vvould sound the signal, In time the zinc bar 
vvould be consumed and no current vvould be generated. Under ordinary .circum- 


stances an electrician vould empty the solution and refill the iar viith nev/ and. 


fresh ammoniac. After substituting a nevv zinc, the outfit vvas ready and fresh.

Other early electrical con- 
tractors here vvere Frank 
Miller vvho vvorked for D. VV. 
VVatson, plumbing and gas 
fitting, and Moore and 
Yenkins. Miller vvas a grad- 
uate of Kansas University, 


.but there vvas İittle need for 
Xan electrical engineer in Terre 
Fİ Haute. He did some v/iring in 


commercial and industrial 
plants as vvell as in a fevv resi- 
dences. 

Robert Moore, of Moore and 
e“lenkins, did their first iob in 
the house of Q, M. Bigvvond at 
the southvvest corner of Fifth 
and Park streets. 

: The old electric company 
vvas threatened by the com- 
petition of the nev/ company 
operated by Russell Harrison. 
They operated vvith a fifty tuvo 
volt secondary vhich required 
for each lamp about one 
amphere each and in conse- 
quence six circuits vvere pro- 
vided to supply a house vvith 
not more than six lamps on 
the circuit. Tüis vvas far in ad- 
vance of any rules of the com- 
pany or of the fire under- 
vvriters or of even inspection 
by the city.
